His mind was much clearer, and 
i he ventured a few reasons as to why 
I aviators get killed. 
Between puffs 
I on a iong, black cigar, as he lay prop- 
| ped up in bed, he said: 
i 
"Ethereal 
asphyxia, 
somnipathv, 
that is. something that lurks in pock­ 
ets in the upper air strata, and creeps 
irresistibly upon the 
senses 
of an 
aviator, lulling him into dreamy un- 
1 consciousness, is what did this job. 
"1 lay this same thing blam eworthy 
for the death of Archie Hoxsey. Ralph 
Johnstone. Eugene E ly and dozens of 
other aviators, who have come hurt­ 
ling to earth from great altitudes, af­ 
ter seemingly having lost control of 
their craft. 
"It was not. in my case, the rari- 
fied air that overcame me. 
I have 
experienced hydrogen-lacking 
air 
a 
dozen times and it never affected me. 
It was that terrible something 
that 
slowly creeps over a man, 
lulls his 
senses until he loses his control and 
then down he goes. 


"There was no stifling 
sensation. 
But 1 did notice a 
peculiar 
odor, a 
sleep-producing property, not entire­ 
ly unlike chloroform. 
1 knew 1 was 
falling, but did not lose 
conscious­ 
ness until within a few feet of the 
ground. 
1 honestly believe 1 am the 
only human that ever lived through 
it. 
It killed Johnstone, Hoxsey, Ely 
and many Others. 


"Th e sense of drowsiness was first 
apparent shortly after 1 had passed 
over u small town south of Pasadena. 
1 was up about 15(H) feet. 
1 tried to 
shake it off. but it. increased. 
The de-, 
[sire to sleep was irresistible. 
Then j 
; 1 thought the machine 
could 
take 
care of itself. 
There was no pain, no 
noise in my ears. 
It 
was 
just 
a I 
.sweet, soothing feeling that 1 want-i 
ed to go to sleep. 
“ Somehow I got a grip on m y s e lf' 
and started on a long glide 
toward 
1 the earth. 
The nearer the ground i j 
| got. the sleepier 1 became. 
I reinem- 
j her that I had righted my machine, 
and was looking for a place to land 
I when I suddenly lost all conscious- 
j ness. 
It was then that 1 fell. 
1 don’t 
j know how far up I was 
then, prob- 
: ubly 200 feet. 


"N ow it is my sincere conviction 
that Johnstone, Hoxsey end the other 
boys were victim s of this same terri- 
j ble feeling. 
They simply oecame un- 
j conscious 
while 
coming 
back 
to 
| earth. 
They were flying at high al­ 
titudes and 
became 
sleepy. 
Then 
; they started back to the ground. 
Af­ 
ter planing downward 
several 
hun­ 
dred feet they became 
unconscious. 
The air tragedy that followed is well 
known. 
Both fell from a much great- 
i er height than I did. 
Both were dead 
when they hit the ground, and the 
¡cause of their falls lias always been 
a mystery. 
"T believe it was the ethereal sub- 
! stance lurking in the air strata that 
j overcame them. 
Other than to say it 
is strong enough to 
overcome 
any 
iron will power, and to lull a man in­ 
to an unconscious state. I cannot ex­ 
plain it further.” 
In this explanation of the cause of 
his fall. Rodgers is believed to have 
given to scientists a subject which 
will afford much study before a solu­ 
tion is reached.
